The Monitor’s authority believed this 
further loan will soon be announced and 
points out‘also that whilst Great Britain 
is the predominating power in Shanghai 
and the predominating influence in China, 
she recognizes that she herself cannot 
interfere and that consequently she has 
already come to an understanding with 
Japan as an offensive and defensive ally 
ta take such steps as are necessary to 
deal with the situation as mutually de- 
cided.

NEW BATTLESHIPS

LONDON—It is announced that two 
of Germany’s latest battleships, the 
Kaiser and the Koenig Albert, ac- 
companied by a cruiser, will be de- 
tached from the home fleet for purposes of 
cruising for some months in the Atlantic. 

The battleships mentioned are the 
most powerful of the Germans, having a 
rdisplacement of 24,700 tons and horse: 
power 28,000.

principles of living. Their houses, 
which before were not distinguished for 
cleanliness, are cleaned at least twice 
a year. This and kindred regulations 
are tending to change the habits of the 
natives. 

The extent to which Japan is the men- 
tor will hardly* be credited. In such 
matters as rice growing, the Japanese 
had to introduce improved methods, as 
the notions of cultivation possessed by 
the native farmers were very crude and 
elementary. Agriculture, generally, was 
in a backward condition, and training 
schools have been opened to impart the 
benefit of modern knowledge in Ce old- 
est of industries. 


Attention is also being given to stock 
raising, sericulture is being taught, and 
even in fishing the Koreans have had to 
be taught to help themselves more ef- 


ficiently than they had been able to do 


before. Not only were their methods in 
every department of industry antiquated, 
but the people themselves were by no 
means energetic, nor were they thrifty. 
This trait of the Koreans seems to have 
given the Japanese much concern, for 
it is read in the report already men- 
tioned that “with the encouragement of 
industries, productive labor, and the sav- 
ing Of money, the habitual idleness and 
spendthrift tendency of the people are 
gradually being successfully combated.” 
Doubtless the education of the young 


‘in Korea, which is being carefully at- 
tended to by the Japanese, will tend to 


the disappearance of these defects, and 
in course of time make the new subjects 
of the island empire as energetic, as en- 
terprising and as thrifty as their teachers. 

Though religious freedom is enjoyed 
in Korea, the government keeps a watch- 
ful eye on those organizations which at- 
tempt political activities under the guise 
of religion. Confucianism seems to be 
the most popular belief, supplanting the 
Buddhism which was at one time very 
strong in the Jand, while other religions, 
indigenous to the country, exist, such 
as the Tai Chong Kyo, a sect which wor- 
ships the first Korean Emperor in the 
legendary age. 

Perhaps no other people in the Orient 
have proved so amenable to the minis- 
trations of the pioneers of Christianity 
as the Koreans, the total number of con-

verts up to the end of 1911 being close 
upon 300,000, which must be regarded as 
a big proportion of a population of 13,- 
000,000. The government has charged it- 
self with the preservation of Buddhist 
temples and shrines of historic interest, 
which had been allowed to fall.into dis- 
repair, as a result of which, in the words 
of the report, “a number of ruined 
temples have now an opportunity .to 
recover their bygone. importance, while 
Buddhist priests, looked down upon for 
many a century, have gained the re- 
spect of the people and are now’ engag- 
ing in the propagation of their belief on 
an equal footing with other sects.” 


To conclude, with the developmmeht of 
railways, wharves and improved means 
of transportation, with the encourage- 
ment of local industries, and with the 
steady growth of trade, the material 
prosperity of the inhabitants has been 
advanced, and they may be regarded in- 
deed as more happy and contented than 
they were under the old regime:

SUFFRAGISTS URGE FRANCHISE 


Countess of Malmesbury Criticizes Militancy and Says 
Association Has Shown Movement Can Be For- 


warded Without the 


Use of Criminal Methods 


(Special to the Monitor) 
LONDON—The Conservative and Un- 
ionist Women’s Franchise Association 
held a meeting at Knightsbridge hotel, 


when addresses were delivered by Lady 
Darwin and J. Cameron Grant. Susan 
Countess of Malmesbury, who was in the 
chair, said that their association had 
proved that it was possible to be a 
strong siffporter of woman’s suffrage 
without being either a frump or a 
criminal. 

She did not desire, she continued, to 
condemn the militant body of the suf: 
frage movement, whose sense of duty 
carried them beyond the course laid out 
for itself by the Conservative and Union- 
ist Women’s Franchise Association. The 
militant suffragists had been driven into 
desperate courses, and promises made 
to them by public men had been broken 
recklessly. 

Lady Darwin, who followed, described 
the difficulties encountered in the dif- 
ferent states of America in their en- 
deavors to obtain the vote for women, 
and declared that the militant policy 
pursued by one section of the suffrage 
movement in England was discounte- 
nanced and deplored in America. Many 
members in the audience took exception 
to this statement, and Lady Darwin then 
announced her own dislike .to militant 
tactics, as she did not believe that the 
vote will ever be won by breaking the 
law. She looked forward to the time,

“When you 
are one against ten,” a Chinese diplo- 
matist said recently to a representative 
of The Christian Science Monitor, “what 
can you do? If China were strong, 
wealthy, and united, she would either 
obtain her own terms from Kussia or 
she would fight, but she is none of the 
three. Fighting means defeat and so 
she makes the best terms She can.” 

History is full of events which go to 
show that agreements made thus, in 
stress of circumstance, are never final.

Russia, it may be taken for granted, 
wil] never be content, and has not the 
smallest intention of being content with 
the recognition by China of the Urga 
convention, and vague as is the descrip- 
tion of Mongolia as an integral part of 
China, St. Petersburg no more intends 
to respect it than some 50 years ago she 
intended to respect the independence of 
Bokhara. 

There is a popular view of the Mon- 
volian situation which, like many other 
popular views, is a wrong one. It pic- 
tures Mongolia as having been tor many 
vears subjected to a continuous en- 
croachment on the part of China. The 
Chinese, it is said, steadily dispossessed 
the Mongolian of his land, pushed him 
ever further and further north, and gen- 
erally oppressed him, until a hereditary 
dislike grew into a bitter hatred, and 
this in its turn begot a determination 


to be free.

For the Manchu, it is contended, the 
Mongolian had some little respect, but 
when the Manchus were overthrown he 
would have none of the Chinese republic.

Scotland 400 years ago, 
With its dozens of opposing clans, was 
immeasurably nearer a national 
sciousness than Mongolia today. is 
consequently literally impossible for 
Russia to claim, as she does, that in her 
present course of action she ix support- 
ing the just aspirations of the Mongolian 
people. , 

“When you reach the top of one hill 
there is alwa¥s another beyond.” Russia 
is reaching the top of the hill in Mon- 
golia. Beyond her is the great wall, and 
beyond the great wall, China— and the 
open sea. “The scramble for China may 
never come” murmurs the Russian as 
he looks over the gray Mongolian plain 
towards the great wall, which today, as 
a thousand vears ago, winds its way to 
the horizon on eitber hand, “but then 
again it may, and it is well to be ready.”

WASHINGTON—Senators Reed and 
O'Gorman, members of the Senate cur- | 
rency committee today voted to recon- 
sider the provision previously adopted, 


lintiting the number of reserve banks to 
four instead of the 12 provided in the | 
House bill. Senator Crawford, a Repub- | 
lican, also voted for the motion, carry- | 
‘jng it. Senator Hitchcock held to his 
attitude of opposition. A sub-plan was 
introduced making the number of re- 
serve banks seven. 

Whether a Democrati 
take action favoring President Wilson’ 
views was discussed at conferences he 
held with his cabinet and planned to hold 
with Senator Kern, the majority leader; 
Senator Lewis, his assistant; Senator 
Owen, chairman of the Senate committee 
on banking and currency; Senators Hoke 
Smith, Overman, James Hughes and pos- 
sibly with the three members of the 
Senate committee, Senators Reed, Hitch- 
cock and O’Gorman, who are opposing 
certain of his plans. The President be- 
lieves that the mémbers of his party 
will eventually accept his views. If they 
do not he declfres he will place the en- 
tire subject before -the people. 

lt has been proposed to the President 
tnat he take tne country into his con- 
fidence. Some of his advisers have told 
him that the best way to do this is to 
accept an invitation to deliver an ad- 
dress in one of the middle western cities. 
Then he could make a complete state- 
ment of why he believes his plan the 
best and tell of the influences he insists 
have been working here to block its 
adoption. 

The Senate leaders have told the Pres- 
ident that in the upper house there are 
nearly as many currency plans as there 
are members.

In the committee a motion by Senator 
Weeks that note issues be redeemable 
in gold instead of “gold or lawful money” 
was carried eight to four, the minority 
being the four administration senators 
on the Democratic side. Another mo- 
tion by Senator Weeks that the banks 
should issue the notes, rather than the 
government, but that the government 
should guarantee the redemption, was 
lost, eight to four. 

Amendments were written Thursday 
by a coalition of Republican’ and Demo- 
cratic members of the committee.

I hesitated over the dessert. An ice 
was not practicable because I’d have to 
freeze and pack it myself, so the preserve 
closet was levied upon for a pint jar of 
the strawberries which were canned the 
previous summer, and I made them into a 
Bavarian cream, As this is a heavy 
dessert, chocolate sponge cakes seemed 
a suitable accompaniment. I planned to 
serve cheesesticks instead of the usual rare 
cheese and crackers, which are more ex- 
pensive. Olives and salted almonds meant, 
70 cents for relishes alone, so I pur- 
chased raw peanuts and salted them my- 
self. Instead of olives, the preserve 
closet was again called upon for a jar 
of pickled pears.

RIVER INDORSE 
A CITY MARKET 


Establishment of Municipal 
Trading Place in Quarters 
Which May Be Leased Is Ap- 


proved on a Referendum Ballot

FALL RIVER, Mass.—Plans for the 
establishment of a municipal market in 
Fal] River were indorsed by a more 
than five sixths majority of the voters 
of that city in Tuesday’s election. The 
project was approved, 8223 to 1586, on 
a referendum vote, 

Under the bill passed by the Massa- 
chusetts Legislature last winter, and ac- 
cepted by the referendum vote, the city 
of Fall River can now provide a market 
of its own, lease the stalls to market gar- 
deners and farmers, who can thus sell 
direct to the public. The bill is drawn 
in such a manner that it permits the city 
to lease and does not require it to buy 
any land or buildings. 

Representative Frank Mulvaney, the 
author of the bill, spoke during the cam- 
paign at church gatherings, fraternal 
meetings and before labor unions, simply 
explaining the real meaning of the bill.

ESSEX TEACHERS HEAR EXPERT MALDEN TRADE 


ON TESTS OF INSTRUCTION 


Professor McMurry of Columbia Declares Kindergartner 
Accomplishes Proportionally More in Developing: 
Pupils’ Faculties According to Best Ideals 


BOARD IS READY 
TO REORGANIZE 


| Meeting for Adoption of Consti- 


In an address on “Standards for Judg- 
ing Instruction and the Method of Apply- 
ing Them,” delivered by Prof, Frank M. 
McMurry of Teachers’ College, Columbia 
University, here today, Dr. McMurry 
put forward the theory that education, 
instead of being for the purpose of im- 
parting facts only, is for the develop- 
ment of the thought of the child. 

The address was given at the morning 
session of the eighty-fourth annual con- 
vention of the Essex County Teachers 
Association in Tremont Temple. Dr, Me- 
Murry pointed out the primary mistake 
of the teacher is in thinking first of his 
end of the teaching process. With the 
mother “Johnny,” as the speaker de- 
scribed his typical pupil, was the pivotal 
thought, with the teacher merely a means 
to an end. He was inclined to think 
that the mother was nearer right, that 
teaching should be judged by its effect 
upon the pupil and that therefore it was 
the pupil who was primarily to be judged 
and not the method. 

“Knowledge,” Dr. MeMurry said, “is 
not the test we want, Even in the field 
of business it is not the test of success. 
Knowledge should be judged by its main 
purposes. If we could name six of the 
main purposes of education we would 
have a standard by which we could 
make tests. But we are not clear in 
agreeing as to what the most important 
things in education are. 

“See what a difficult position we are 
in?” Then he aaserted, “There are too 
many big things in life for the child to 
prepare for to take what a child knows 
as the basis of instruction.” To him edu- 
cation meant the harmonious develop- 
ment of all the faculties, power and char- 
acter of the child. 

To make the aims less general and 
more tangible for purposes of education 


tution and Election of Officers

Mr. McMurry contended that the one 
thing for the teacher to do was to 
mingle among men and women who are 
doing the work of the world most ef- 
ficiently, and find out from them what 
counts and what makes life successful. 
He spoke of the conduct of a lesson in 
reading a newspaper which he had wit- 
nessed. | 

The teacher began with the first item 
in the first column and read each one in 
order, regardless of importance or rela- 
tion to the activities of the child. Facts 
were learned, but he said, the develop- 
ment of the faculties of the child in 
purpose and selection was not touched 
upon and he therefore regarded the les- 
son as a failure, 

From a primer he selected a reading 
lesson and told how even there the 
judgment and discrimination of the child 
can be trained and other good things 
brought out. From another lesson he 
deduced that the only object of it was 
words, nothing to read about, no inter- 
est, no selection. 

In closing, he said the child should be 
examined and rated on his habits of 
work, not on what he knows. Those 
who were doing most for the advance- 
ment of education today, he declared, 
were the kindergarten teachers and next 
to them the primary teachers, and that 
college professors were doing the least 
while the women’s colleges of the East 
were lower in this respect than all. 

The session closed with an address on 
“Idealism in American Life” by Dr. Ham- 
ilton Wright Mabie, associate editor of 
the Outlook. 

The meeting was presided over by 
Frank J. Peaslee of Lynn, president. De- 
votional exercises were conducted by the 
Rev. Obed J. White, D. D., of Lynn. The 
attendance filled Converse hall.

The private citizen 
wants the street cars to run regularly, 
swiftly and comfortably and to give low 
fares. He is the exception rather than 
the rule if he concerns himself about 
the ownership of the stock, provided 
that the cars are on time and he be 
well treated, 

What is actually of importance is 
whether the ownership and operation of 
the street railways by the railroads ia, 
in the long run, in the interest of the 
users of the road. There would be little 
value in the agitation and in the elabo- 
rate reports and judicial decisions if 
that were not the end. That is indeed 
the purpose, but its working out is to 
be looked for in general developmenta 
rather than in separated instances. An 
argument against the union street 
railway and railroad combination would 
diflgult to construct in Berkshire 
eounty.

ON THE COTTON EXCHANGES 


Prices Leap Forward Energetically and as Suddenly 
Drop Back Again—Belief Expressed That Shortage 


of the Crop Is Still a 


Big Factor 


GALVESTON, Tex.—The past week in 
cotton markets has been an extremely 
active and excited one, fostered chiefly 
by the appearance of abnormally early 
killing frosta over the greater part of 
the cotton belt. There have been sensa- 
tional advances, and drops almost as 
sensational. At times there has been

Business has been active on the floor 
of the Galveston exchange, particularly 
in the spot markets, and spot cotton 
has sold at 14 cents, approximately $16 
a bale over the selling price of cotton 
last August. With such an advance as 
this there was heavy realizing, which for 
a time checked the advance on the cold 
Weather and frost reports, but renewed 
buying orders absorbed all offerings and 
cotton started up again. 

The shortage of the present crop and 
the poor grades due to excessive rain- 
fall about the time the cotton should 
have been picked are facts that are now 
apparent to all members of the trade. 
although many were slow in accepting the 
truth of either statement. Both these 
conditions in the end will prove bullish 
factors and will cause higher prices for 
cotton. The shortage of the crop will 
be felt immediately, and is being felt 
now; while the influence of so much 
low grade cotton on the market will 
be to cause somewhat of a denegeration 
of prices as an immediate effect, which 
later will-be followed by greater ad- 
vances when the really good cotton now 
being held by the farmers is thrown 
upon the market. 

The action of the cotton market for 
the past week, as seen on the floor of 
the Galveston cotton exchange, as well as 
on the floors of exchanges in other cities, 
has been to force the speculator into the 
open. Numerous instances may be pointed 
out in which the bears have been forced 
to deliver actual cotton to fill their Octo- 
. ber orders. The shorts have been tightly 
squeezed during the closing days of the 
month and many were forced into tight 
places in order to deliver actual cotton 
to meet the orderg which they had con- 
tracted. Many had to rush into the mar- 
ket and purchase cotton at as high a fig- 
ure as 14.25 cents to fill an order sold at 
near 11 cents. This great activity in 
buying orders just at the end of the 
“month overcame all decrease in prices 
that had taken place during the preceding 
week and the market closed strong and 
advancing. 

A disturbing factor in the markets dur- 
ing the past week has been the wide 
divergence of individual crop views. Lo- 
cal statisticians, some of whom have 
gained a national reputation for their 
reports and estimates, say the ginners’ 
report of cotton ginned up to Oct. 18, 
would indicate a crop of 15,000,000 
bales, while definite estimates published 
during the week have ranged between 
13,500,000 bales and 14,200,000 bales. A 
prominent English statistician has also 
made up an estimate placing the Ameri- 


can crop at 13,870,000 bales and probable |

Conditions in Mexico continue to exert 
some influence on the cotton markets, at 
times bearish. The chief influence of 
the Mexican question during recent mar- 
ket developments has been to unsettle 
the market after the recent big advances 
on cold weather reports. Members of 


naturally reduce to considerable extent 
the demand for American cotton and 
thereby reduce the world’s consumption. 
They may not have a clear idea as to the 
amount of this reduction, but they do 
feel that it will be sufficient to be felt 
and that prices must respond more or 
less to this reduction of demand. 


Financial troubles in Bombay have 
also upset the foreign money market to 
some extent, and its influence has been 
felt in the American cotton markets. 
This effect, too, has been nothing more 
than an unsettling of the market after 
the advance of a few days ago, 

Now that the market has _ been 
stronger, due to the fact that the shorts 
were forced into the market for actual 
cotton with which to meet contract 
orders, bullish traders come out with 
the view that previous selling had been 
more in the expectation of temporary 
spot weakness than of permanently 
lower prices. The period of weakness 
will be of short duration, they say, and 
the market will rally and new high 
levels will be reached. There must be a 
marked advance, which musf remain per- 
manent, is the sentiment expressed al- 
most universally by the bullish traders. 

Continued clear weather during the 
past week has been a strong factor in 
the market, as it has permitted picking 


operations to proceed uninterrupted. The 
long-continued wet weather, over the 
southern section of the belt had greatly 
delayed picking operations and scarcity 
of labor had made it a serious problem 
for the farmers, as to how they would 
save the small amount of cotton that 
had been grown. Weather conditions for 
the past week, while cold generally have 
been otherwise favorable for picking. 
and much cotton has been gathered. The 
influence of the favorable weather is 
seen in increased movement to ports and 
an increased stock report. October was 
an unusually dull month for this season 
of the vear, due in the main to weatwer 
conditions during September ana the 
first weeks of October. The outlook for 
November, however, is most encourag-

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Thomas Sees, Rules of 
Capital Etiquette 


In the memoirs and letters of Dolly 
Madison, wife of James Madison, who 


was secretary of state under Thomas | 
Jefferson, and Jetferson’s successor as | 


President, one gets interesting glimpses 
of the democratic form of society at 
that early period of the republic, says a 
Writer in the Minneapolis Tribune. The 
letters and invitutions addressed by the 
President to Mrs. Madison invariably 
read: “Thomas Jefferson presents his re- 
spectful thanks,” or “Thomas Jefferson 
requests,” etc., which was in marked 
contrast to the English formula of “The 
King commands.” There is no flourish- 
ing of titles. 

Among the rules of etiquette formu- 
lated aid conscientiously followed by the 
President and cabinet were the follow- 
ing: “Among the members of the diplo- 
matic corps the executive government 
considers every minister as the repre- 
sentative of his nation and equal to 
every otler, without distinction of grade. 
No titles being admitted here, those of 
foreigners give no precedence. At any 


public ceremony to which the govern-] 


ment invites the presence of foreign min- 
isters and their families, no precedence 
or privilege will be given other than the 
provision of a convenient seat or sata- 
tion with any other strangers invited. 
At dinner, in public or private, and on 
all other occasions of social intercourse, 
a perfect equality exists between tlie 
persons composing the company, whether 
foreign or domestic, titled or untitled, in 
' Or out of office.” 

The gallantry of the age was mani- 
fested in making the only exception in 
favor of the ladies. One rule reads: “To 
give force to the principle of equality 
and prevent the growth of precedence 
out of courtesy, the members of the ex- 
ecutive, at their own houses, will ad- 
here to the ancient usage of their an- 
cestors—gentlemen en masse giving place 
to ladies en masse.” 


Bibles Admitted Free 


Whatever may be the faults or virtues 
of the recently adopted tariff bill it has 
one feature that will commend itself to 
Christian people—Bibles are admitted 
free of duty. Other good features of

Coal on the Great Lakes 


During 1912 there were over 23,000,000 | 


tons of bituminous coal shipped by way 
of the American lakes, in addition to 
some 4,000,000 tons of anthracite. One of 
the most singular features of the lake 
trade, however, is the remarkable rapid- 
ity at which it is increasing. A decade 
ago the movement of soft coal via the 
lakes was only one third the present ton- 
nage. 

Thus it will be seen that the water 
shipments have trebled during the past 
10 years, while the country’s production 
during the same periods has only doubled. 
The inference is plain. Water transpor- 
tation of bulk freight. where available, 
has proved economically sounc, and will 
be an important factor in determining 
the geographical distribution of the coal 
markets of the future.—-Coal Age. 


Bridges of Manhattan 


From the tall buildings of New York 
one may have splendid views of the city 
by night, and the strings of bridge lights 
are by no means the least fascinating 
part of the spectacle. They cross the 


| black river, where houses at the edge are 


dimly outlined or placed by their lights, 
and they seem to reach far inland past 
the immediate margin, striding high to 
avoid the shipping, that dots the dark 
vacancy of the river with frequent lights. 

But these bridges, Brooklyn bridge be- 
ing the first of four graceful Colossi, 
are not only busy thoroughfares by day

Freighting Is Expensive 
in Alaska 


That it cost $18,000 to move a 600- 
ton dredge 30 miles from a river in 
Alaska, or nearly as much as it costs 
to bring it 4000 miles from the Pacific 
coast is one of the statements made by 
Edgar Allen Forbes in Leslies Weekly 
in support of a plea for railroads in that 
northern territory. He says the problem 
of freight transportation affects every 
nran in Alaska “whether he contemplates 
a stamping mil for crushing ore or 
merely figures on the cost of keeping a 
milk cow.” The experience of Mr. Jos- 
lin, who lives at Fairbanks and who is 
himself a railroad man, is cited: 

“I have at this moment a plan to go 
into the wheat raising business at Fair- 
banks as a profit making proposition; 
but there are difficulties. The bringing 
of the seed there would cost about $] 
a bushel. There are no thrashing ma- 
chines in the valley and it would cost 
$500 or $600 (freight) to get a thrashing 
machine there. Fencing and clearing 
of the land (if I undertook to fence and 
clear say'50 or 100 acres) would go into 
a very considerable amount of money. 
If I could producc 40 or 50 bushels per 
acre and I am perfectly confident that 
I can with the experience of this farm 
before me; suppose I should produce 
1000 bushels of wheat, what could I 
do with it? There are no mills there, 
and if I should ship it to Seattle it 
would cost me about $20 a ton, or say 
about 60 cents a bushel. It would be 
impossible to market that crop if I pro- 
duced it.”

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These strange manifestations need not deceive nor discourage 
any true friend of universal peace. Quite the contrary. The 
powers, including the United States, are unsettled in opinion and 
attitude. They have been moved by the sheer force of public senti- 
ment to depart from the established paths in naval and military 
affairs. They are compelled to recognize the fact that the civilized 
world is demanding that an end be put to the tremendous waste 
incident to a so-called armed peace. More than all, they are driven 
to recognize the fact that common sense, common prudence, com- 
mon justice, common humanity—all the common things belonging 
to and cherished by the common people—are arrayed against the 
traditional assumption that war, some time or other, is inevitable. 
When the people of the world say, and are ready to prove, that 
war is not inevitable, but impossible, the powers must listen. 

It is no easier for a nation than it is for an individual to correct 
all faults immediately. There may continue to be symptoms of 
the old war tendencies for some time, but they are symptoms such 
as mark the disappearance rather than the continuance of wrong 
conditions in national and international thought. 


AFTER currency reform comes trust regulation, according to 
the administration platform.

and that size is synonymous with greatness—which it is not, never 
has been, and never will be. 

Of course such distortion of moral values and historical per- 
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Wirt 80 per cent of all the important work 
completed on the New York barge canal, 
according to figures given in an address at 
Albany last week by State Engineer Bensel, 
that enterprise should be able to go into gen- 
eral operation simultaneously with the water- 
way across Cape Cod and the waterway 
across the isthmus.

A great people may inhabit 
a small land, have a small fleet and army and a low per capita rate 
of wealth. A sonnet of fourteen lines, compact with thought and 
feeling, can outshine and outlive the platitudes of an interminable 
epic. Carbon in diamond form its a pellucid, scintillating mite; as 
peat in the bog it is a despised and rotting mass. 

The significance of the phenomenon that the Italian claims to 
discover in contemporary life is its universality. A wholesale 
deflection implies wholesale conversion to a wiser standard, the 
fruit of study of history and of the teachings of humanity's spiritual 
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ances, at all events, the years 1914 and 1915 | 
promise to be memorable ones in the history 

of American waterways. As against approximately $400,000,000 
to be expended upon the Panama canal before it is entirely finished, 
ihe expenditures upon the New York barge canal will foot up about 
$150,000,000 only, yet, the Suez and Panama undertakings aside, 
the latter is certain to rank with the greatest waterways of modern 
construction. The Manchester canal, which is justly celebrated, 
was undertaken with a capital of $50,000,000. It is thirty-five and 
a half miles long. The total expenditures on the Chicago drainage 
canal to date are about $70,000,000. This canal is thirty-nine miles 
long. The Cape Cod canal will be about twelve miles long and 
comparatively inexpensive. The New York barge canal is more

tions of inventive, acquisitive and enterprising citizens, has accumu- 
lated reserves Of capital and purchasing power which make it a 
state in which foreign corporations like to do business. The income 
which it now bids fair to gain from this new source of taxation, 
consequently may be larger than would fall to most states were 
they to enact similar laws. Such legislation ts likely to follow, for 
usually states find it expedient to multiply sources of income if 
thereby the insatiable demand for increase of expenditure may 
be met. 

Resort to this form of taxation, if it becomes general, will add 
another by no means small item of expense to the budgets of cor- 
porations catering to the purchasing public of all sections of the 
nation. 
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
